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ARABIAN NIGHTS PALACE. 

Gorgeous Splendors of an Eastern 
Potentate. 

There Is now in ths North-West 
Punjab a royal palace which for 
beauty and splendor will eclipse any 
similar building in India, the coun¬ 
try already so rich in monumental 
treasures, says tho London Daily 
Mail. 

It is the new winter palace of his 
Highness the Maharajuh of Kapur- 
thala, and its total cost, it is anti¬ 
cipated, will not bo far short of 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

"It will be a dream in blue and 
white inarbel,” was the torse hut pic¬ 
turesque description given of tho 
building yesterday by a gentleman 
intimately connected with its con¬ 
struction, "and the designers," he 
added, “might well have based their 
plans upon the gorgeous palaces 
which appear only in the pages of 
the 'Arabian Nights.' ” 

Despite the famous speech of Lord 
Curzon in which he deplored the fact 
that Tottenham Court road art was 
ousting native art in the palaces of 
Indian rulers, the new building will 
almost throughout be decorated in 
F.uropeau stylo. 

All round this vast palace of de¬ 
light will run a spacious verandah 
with marble floors, supported by blue 
Canadian marble columns, and the 
entrance hall will be paved with blue 
and white marble, the colors of tho 
Maharajah. There will be fourteen 
state rooms, many of them over¬ 
looking a beautiful courtyard and 
gardens, whero fountains will play 
among the foliage. 

The durbar hull alone of all the 
chambers will be decorated in Indian 
style. Adjoining it will be the state 
salon, in tho style of Louis XIV., 
and tho English dining-room of 
Charles II. period. The many other 
rooms in the palaces will exemplify 
the best representative periods of 
English and French art. The erec¬ 
tion and decoration is being carried 
out by Messrs. Waring and Gillow, 
Limited, and will occupy about two 
years more. 

So far as sanitary arrangements, 
ventilation, and lighting aro con¬ 
cerned it will be equal to any build¬ 
ing in the world. All fittings, fur¬ 
niture. carpets, wall papers, cur¬ 
tains. panels, tiles, marble, etc., ev¬ 
erything of the finest procurable 'Will 
be taken from this country, and the 
kitchens, the titling of which will 
cost $25,000, will, it is stated, be 
second to none in the world.

HEALTH 

SUMMER MET. 


In warn weather ths prtvaUtag 
type of Biases undergoes a change at 
radical as ths alteration in ths tem¬ 
per at urs. During the cold and raw 
winter months diseases of the respir¬ 
atory organs, the throat, bronchial 
tubes and lungs, comprise the pre¬ 
dominating forme of sickness, but in 
summer the physician's aid Is often- 
set required for disorders of the di¬ 
gestive tract. 

Fortunately, these are usually mUd 
In nature and readily yield to ap¬ 
propriate treatment, but the graver 
conditions of typhoid fever 
dysentery always lurk in the back¬ 
ground as solemn warnings of the 
danger accompanying violations of 
the rules of hygiene. 

Warmth and moisture are the two 
great essentials favoring the develop¬ 
ment of germ ll/e, and any relaxation 
of tho necessary precautions In keep¬ 
ing food supplies at a temperature 
low enough to prevent bacteria from 
multiplying, may have serious conse¬ 
quences. Even a few hours' expo¬ 
sure to the air of a warm kitchen 
may allow sufficient change to take 
place in some foods to reader them 
dangerous, and the baby's milk must 
be an object of constant solicitude. 

For milder attacks of intestinal 
trouble in adults, Absoluts quiet, the 
use of a laxative to remove any Ir¬ 
ritating substance that may be pre¬ 
sent in the intestine, restriction of 
the nourishment to small amounts of 
predigested or boiled milk, and per¬ 
haps the application of heat or a 
mustard plaster to the abdomen, 
may sorve to bring the attack to an 
end; but with infants or small chil¬ 
dren home treatment Is a hazardous 
experiment, and medical aid should 
be summoned without delay. Until 
the physician arrives it is better to 
give no milk or otkar food, unless 
the interval is likely to be a long 
one. In that case, a little beef juios 
in water may be used. 

But in addition to a water and 
milk supply of unquestionable purity, 
careful refrigoration of all perishable 
articles of food, and the avoidance of 
green or overripe fruit, it is neces¬ 
sary to exercise discrimination in the 
amount and nature of the food eat¬ 
en. One of the chief functions of ths 
food is to furnish animal heat 
through chemical changes in the body 
and during tho hot weather of course 
this demand is greatly diminished. 
The summer dietary should therefore 
be greatly reduced in amount, and it 
is preferable to 1st meat appear on 
the table not oftener than once a 
day. 

Milk and oggs, cereals, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, and salad should 
form tho chief articles of food, and 
if, in addition, care is taken not to 
drink too much ice-watcr at meals, 
most of the discomforts of hot wea¬ 
ther will be much lessened.—Youth'* 
Companion.

In view of the number of buildings 
of this description being erected in 
town &n4 vicinity the following 
article taken from the Scientific Ameri¬ 
can will be found interesting reading. 
Their i9 no better authority than the 
Scientific American and the opinion 
given in the article is of the best. 

The comparatively recent advent of 
hollow concrete blocks into building 
contruction is probably one of the 
most important innovations in the 
building industry, and one that is yet 
in its infancy. The use of concrete as 
building material is not recent however, 
as there are still in existence dikes, 
dams, roadways, etc., built by the 
Romans of material corresponding 
almost exactly with our present-day 
concrete; it is the introduction of the 
hollow concrete block machine that 
has made possible the gigantic strides 
taken by this new industry. Experi¬ 
ments along this line have been in pro¬ 
gress for many years, but it is only in 
the past few years that the results have 
been tangible. 

The natural cement which was form¬ 
erly used in concrete construction 
has been almost entirely replaced 
by its superior, artificial cement, 
and it is only with the latter cement 
that any advantageous resalts have 
been accomplished. It is interesting 
to note that where formerly a Europe¬ 
an Portland cement was specified as 
the '.standard of excellence, in recent 
years American Portland cement has 
been so Improved by exhaustive and 
expensive experiments that the domes¬ 
tic production is now conceded to be 
superior in every way to the foreign 
article, That an industry so new’ to 
this country, and one requiring so high 
a degree of technical knowledge, has 
leaped to first place, is doubtless due to 
the superiority of both raw material 
and method of production. Probably 
the best proof of the superiority of 
our product will he shown by a com- 
parsion o( our production in 1H90 of 
300.000 barrels with that in 1003 of 
21,000,000 barrels. 

Concrete, as is well known, is a per¬ 
fect mixture of an aggregate, such as 
crushed stone, with sand and cem;nt, 
the aggregate forming the body of the 
mass, while the sand fills up the voids 



Tbe principal reason for buying a 
machine at all is to secure some means 
of making >our blocks in as economi¬ 
cal a manner as possible, at the eatne 
time securing one that will produce 
(erfeet)y satisfactory Meeks. It 
would therefore be beet to secure a 
tried machine, that has been in use 
long enough to demonstrate its value 
both as regards quality of product and 
also rapidity of production, as upon 
these depend the ultimate success of 
your venture. The only reason 
would have need to buy a block mach¬ 
ine would be to secure the advantages 
of labor saving, high quality of pro¬ 
duct, and rapidity of production, and 
for that reason the best machine on the 
market is the cheapest at any price. 
Many machines are so constructed that 
the block is formed face downward so 
that the face of the block can be made 
of somewhat finer material, that can be 
waterproofed and colored to suit the 
requirements of tbe users. On 
machines it will le found possible to 
make the face hard and waterproof 
without waterproofing the entire block 
which is indeed not necessary if the 
block is made w’ith a waterproof face; 
also it will be found possible by using 
a specially-prepared and colored mix 
for the (ace of the block, to produce 
blocks of any desired color. After a 
layer of facing is placed in tbe machine 
concrete is filled in and tamped l>v lay¬ 
ers, the tamping being done either by 
hand or by power tamps. This is an 
important item, and one that must be 
considered carefully, as poor tampiDg 
will spoil blocks, otherwise perfect in 
mix and mold. Pressure will not form 
good blocks as under pressure the con¬ 
crete will be made compact at the top 
and bottom in thin layers, which will 
act as a seal to prevent the air from 
escaping. Continued pressure will 
compress the air, and when the pres¬ 
sure is removed, the air expands, forc¬ 
ing its way through the particals of 
sand and making u weak porus stone, 
easily subject to disintegration. 

Light and frequent tamping, how¬ 
ever, works the air out and packs the 
grains of sand tightly in the voids of | 
the aggregates. When the mold i« i 
well filled and tamped, the block should , 
should be released from the machine j 
and set aside to be cured. At this 
point it will he wise to remember that 
a newly-made block has no more 
strength than so much damp sand, and 
it should not be disturbed by handling 
after being molded, as a crack once 
started will never unite, and will utter¬ 
ly destroy the value of the block as a 
building factor. 

As soon as tbe block ha9 set enough 
to prevent the surface and corners 
being washed off, the sprinkling should 
begin, and the block kept well sprinkled 
for the first day. After that time it 
should be covered with hay, straw, or 
burlap, or any material capable of 
retaining moisture, and this covering 
kept moist for six days. If this is not 
possible, the blocks should be sprayed 
by a flowing stream continuously for 
that time. It should always be rem¬ 
embered that the interior of the block 
is wet through amt through by the 
nature of the mixture, and to insure 
uniform crystallization, the exterior 
should be as thoroughly moist as the 
interior. After having be^n cured for 
seven days in the shade, the block 
should be placed in the sun and dried 
for ten days after which time the block 
should beready for use on the wall. A 
well-made block will easily have a 
tensile strength of 240 pounds to the 
square inch and a crushing strength 
of 1,000 pounds to the cubic inch, thus 
proving itself far superior to brick, 
while it is well krtown that concrete 
building blocks will outlive any kind 
of natural stone. On an improved 
automatic machine four men can make

feet mixture of an aggregate, such as 
crushed stone, with sand and ceimnt, 
the aggregate forming the body of the 
mass, while the sand fills up the voids 
between the aggregates, and the cem¬ 
ent fills up the voids between the grains 
of sand. As the purpose of the con¬ 
crete is to take the place of stone, it is 
therefore necessary that the mixture 
be so perfectly proportioned that eacli 
aggregate and each grain of sand lias 
a coating of cement pa9tc, so that 
when the block hus dried thoroughly', 
the mass will be held in perfect rigid¬ 
ity by the hardening of the cement 
bond. The aggregates used may be of 
either gravel, crushed granite, quartz, 
or trap rock, and should be clean 
and free from dust, clay, or iron 
rust, which will resist the adhesion of 
the cement bond. The sand should be 
washed clean to be free from lime, 
or vegetable matter and should be as 
sharpe as possible, the proportions 
used in the mix will depend on the 
sizes of the sand and the aggregates aud 
can only be determined by testing. 
This is one of the most important 
items to be considered, and none of the 
proportional rule9 laid down Dy the 
manufacturei s of hollow concrete 
building-block machines should be de¬ 
termined by careful and repeated te 9 ts. 
measuring each ingredient carefully 
until a perfect mix has been secured. 
Power mixers should be used whenever 
possible, as by their use a more thor¬ 
oughly uniform mix can be secured ; 
and where there aie any number of 
blocks to be made, the power mixer 
will be found to be not only the best 
but the cheapest, as the time aud 
expense of mixing are considerably 
reduced thereby, while the quality of 
the mix is far superfor to that of hand 
mixed. However, where hand mixing 
is found advisable, the aggregates 
should be spread evenly over the mix¬ 
ing board at a uniform depth, the sand 
spread over this and the dry cement 
over the sand. Then this should be 
turned over at least three times, which 
should result if properly turned, in the 
mass being free from streaks. Then 
the mass should be sprinkled and 
turned three times more, sprinkling at 
each turn, and then smoothiug over to 
test for streaks. If streaks should 
appear turn until they disappear. 
Lime is sometimes used to give a white 
finish and produce a bard waterproof 
block, but when it is considered that 
the life of lime is only from six to six¬ 
teen years, while good concrete should 
last forever, it will readily be realised 
that a block containing lime will in a 
crumble and deteriorate. In a like 
manner the use of vitriol, sodium, 
soda, argold, salt and other chemicals 
should be discouraged,"as while they 
tend to harden a block in a shorter 
time, their life is short compared with 
the life of a good concrete building 
block. A good waterproof block inay 
be made by mixing five per cent of dry 
powdered alum with the dry cement 
and ten per cent of a saturated solution 
of common washing soap with the 
water used in making the concrete 
This will not affect the life of the 
block in any way, and will result in u 
perfectly waterproof block being turn¬ 
ed out. 

With so many different styles of 
machines at such contrast d prices on 
the market, it will doubtless be a mat¬ 
ter of uncertainty which make to use, 
and cn this point the writer, lor 
obvious reasons, cannot advise. The 
principal of the process is identical 
with that of molding, the block being 
nothing mote than a quantity of con¬ 
crete tamped on a mold and dried. A 
carpenter could in a few hours make a 
block mold from wood that would form 
the first blocks in a satisfactory man¬ 
ner, but the mold would soon be sprung 
out of shape upon subsequent tamping 
of the blocks.

other building factor. Cut stone of 
any nature can lie imitated so success 
fully as to defy detection, and an 
imitation brownstone house can bo 
made from concrete blocks cheaper than 
an ordinary brick house. The three 
main things to consider in this manu¬ 
facture are mixing, tamping, and cur¬ 
ing, careful attention io these three, 
poiuts going far to insure the best 
quality of product.

▲ MARVEL OF ENGINEERING 
CONSTRU CTION. 

450 Feet Above Low Water 
Level, and It Is 650 Feet 
Long. 

The Scientific American recently 
published a description of the re~ 
markable bridge which crosses the 
Zambesi gorge and which forms the 
most important connecting link in 
that great Cape-to-Cairo railroad 
project which Cecil Rhodes conceiv¬ 
ed. 

In many ways the Victoria Falls 
bridge, over the Zambesi gorge in 
Central Africa, Is an interesting piece 
of engineering work. In the first 
place, the structure can claim the 
distinction of being the highest 
bridge in the world. Again, the 
waters of the gorge which it spans 
have never been fathomed, and i o 
one knows their depth. But the feat 
is deserving of more than ordinary 
notice, not to much on account of its 
engineering difficulties, but rather 
because the work has been carried 
out in the very heart of the Bark 
Continent It was only 5U years 
ago that the gorge and the famous 
falls at their head were discovered by 
David Livingston. Now It is not 
only possible to reach the falls by 
rail, but to cross the Zambesi by 
the iron road, and proceed north¬ 
ward for another 100 miles by the 
same train The completion of the 
bridge means that another link—and 
the most important probably—has 
been forged in the groat scheme pro¬ 
posed und started bv Cecil Rhodes, 
namely, tho 

CAPE-TO-CAIRO RAILROAD 

Before proceeding to a description 
of the bridge itself, a lew facts about 
the railroad will not be inappro¬ 
priate. The total distance by rail¬ 
road from Cape Town to the falls is 
1,081 miles Travelers from London 
are now carried right up to the falls 
In 121 days, whereas prior to tho 
opening of the line their transporta¬ 
tion w'as a matter of months. At 
the falls themselves there is u hotel 
where accommodation is provided for 
80 guests 1’rue, it is only u tem¬ 
porary building, but it will shortly 
be replaced by a permanent one. 
That tourists arc* now making tholr 
way to this spot in Central Africa 
to see for themselves the eighth won¬ 
der of the world, us the Victoria 
Falls have been rightly termed, is 
made cleur uftor a chat with tho 
present hotel proprietor Last! 
Christmas there were conaideraJ.lj 
over 100 persons staying at the hotel 
many of whom had to sleep in tents 
and temporary annexes, so crowded 
was the building itself A large num¬ 
ber of Americans visiting the Cape 
make the journey by ruilroad to the 
falls, spending, as u tide, several 
days exploring the gorge and beauti¬ 
ful isluuds just ubo\e the greut wat¬ 
erfall 

As to the falls themselves, no at¬ 
tempt will be made here to describe 
them, with the exception of saying 
that they are tho largest jn tho 
world, being about a mile in widlji 
and boasting of u depth of from 4<>0 
to 420 feet. After the waters of the 
Zambesi have plunged over the fulls, 
they continue their course for several 
miles in u comparatively narrow 
gorge, and it In this latter which has 
been bridged to carry the track of 
the Cape-to-Cairo railroad. 

A word here may bo suid as to the 
site. It is a little way below the 
fulls themselves, on the borders of 
what is termed 

THE RAIN FOREST. 


from each side simultaneously. On 
account of the weight of the struc¬ 
ture, about 2,000 tons, it was neces¬ 
sary to tie back the weight to each 
bank in some way until a junction 
was made, as the bridge then, of 
course, would carry its own weight. 
The manner in which this was done 
may be said to constitute one of the 
most interesting features of the 
whole undertaking. Two bore holes 
were sunk on each bank, 80 feet deep 
and 80 feet apart, and the two ex¬ 
tremities Joined together by 
BORING THROUGH THE ROCK. 
Wire ropes suspending tho weight of 
each half of the bridge were passed 
I down one hole, along the passage 
connecting the two, and out at tho 
other, so that the weight was sus¬ 
tained by this solid mass of rock; 
and to make assurance doubly sure, 
a weight of 500 tons of rails was 
piled also on the top of the rock. It 
was estimated that when the two 
halves of the bridge were on the 
point of meeting in the center there 
was a pull of 400 tons on each of tho 
four corners, and as the bridge was 
built out toward the center, addi¬ 
tional ropes were added to with¬ 
stand the increased stress. 

The curve of the main arch is par¬ 
abolic, und is divided into twenty 
bays, each 25 feet long, and has a 
nine-inch camber at 60 degrees Fah¬ 
renheit The two side spans are di¬ 
vided into equal bays of twelve feet 
six inches. Tho bridge has a clear 
width of roadway of 80 feet, suffi¬ 
cient for a double set of rails. 

A huge net was thrown across the 
chasm on two steel cables, and was 
erected. so the contractors declared, 
'to catch the boys and tools should 
they inadvertently drop into it In 
addition to a staff of about 25 Euro¬ 
pean erectors, 100 Kaffir boys were 
enguged upon the work. 

The contractors for the bridge were 
the Cleveland Bridge and Engineering 
Company of Burlington, England. 
The whole of the plant was erected in 
their yards, und exhaustive tests 
were made with it before it uas sent 
out It was shippod ot Mlddlesbor- 
ough. on the River Tees, to Uoira, u 
port on the east coast of Africa, a 
little south of the mouth of the 
Zambesi, and hero transshipped to 
tho railroad, which runs through 
flat, swampy country, until it rise 
about 4,000 feet above sea level at 
Umtali. and thence through Mutabel- 
eland to Salisbury and Ruluwayo. 
and from the latter place to the 
fulls a total distance if close upon 
8,000 miles. The engineers for the 
work were Sir Douglas Fox and 
partners and Sir Charles Metcai/e, 
Bart.

JUGGLING WITH FIRE. 

How Breathing Fire Through the 
Mouth Is Done.

There is noth¬ 
ing even now which astonishes the ig¬ 
norant more than the breathing of 
flume, an accomplishment handed 
down from remote untiquity. 

The first known fire-breather was a 
Syrian slave named Eunus, a leader 
in the servile war in Sicily, 180 B. 
C. He pretended to have immediate 
communication with the gods. When 
desirous of inspiring his followers 
with courage he breathed flames and 
sparks from his mouth. 

Jn order to perform this marvel, 
Eunus pierced a nutshell at both 
ends, and having filled it with some 
burning substunce, he put it in his 
i mouth and breathed through it.

BEGINNING OF DISEASES 


WELSH MINING DISASTER f 


NEW SPHERE OF WORK IN 
FIELD OF MEDICINE. 

Views Expressed by a Member of 
the British M s dical 
Association. 

“The future work of medicine," 
said Dr. Henry Maudsley ajt. .the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Association congress, 
which was held at Leeds, England, 
this year, “will be mainly to pre* 

1 vent and stop the beginnings of dis¬ 
ease, in fact, to each body, and to 
| die at last of old age, as every doc¬ 
tor himself ought theoretically him- 
* self die. 

“Might not some good come," he 
asked, “from systematic enquiries in¬ 
to the production and elimination of 
constutional disease tendencies and 
i disease immunities by marriage un¬ 
ions of diflerent tendencies and im¬ 
munities? When a person had a dis¬ 
ease like that which either parent 
had, he might still owe it to these 
variations, occurring in morbid here¬ 
dity just as they do physiological¬ 
ly." 

LIGHT ON CANCER. 

Asked what was the constitutional I 
disposition, if any, most likely to 
cause tendency to cancor, the doctor 
discussed the local invasion and dit- 
: tribution of cancer, its provocation 
l by local irritation, its more than ac¬ 
cidental heredity, and its quiet set¬ 
tlement in the system It seemed 
probable that its unruly proliferation 
of cells, however, provoked and be- 
I trayed the awakening to activity of 
the silent memories of the ancestral 
germinal growth. 

Another point worthy of Investiga¬ 
tion wan how best to make a person 
having a native tendency to insanity 
convert it into a good evolution In 
progeny. A variation for that was 
what sometimes happened, one child 
of a neuropathic family dying In a 
lunatic asylum, while another rose 
to eminence as a poet, painter, or 
orator. 

EPILEPSY AND INSANITY. 

It was asked why and under what 
circumstances was epilepsy of one 
generation transformed into insanity 
of the next generation, and how was 
it that diabetes and insanity go to¬ 
gether in some families of alternate 
generations. When medical science I 
could answer these and like ques- | 
1 (ions ii might then dictate some > 
wise eugenic rules. 

In concluding the address, which 
was closely followed by a large and 
distinguished audience. Dr. Maudsley ■ 
said it was certain that there were 
laws of mental breeding yet to be j 
discovered, and it was no more un- j 
lawful, to enquire scientifically into j 
the nature of vice and sin than into ; 
the nature and actions of poisons. ! 

Hatred was as natural as hunger, j 
and stood in no less need of scionti- J 
fic explanation than moral qualities 
which woro not dependent upon the ! 
physical constitution and have no 
physical connection whutever. This 
was the opinion which although fos¬ 
tered in the supposed interests of 
morality, was really a hindrance to 
the growth of practical morality.

When the Wives and Mothers 
Come to Claim Their 
Dead. 

The recent mine disaster in Wales 
is one of many such horrors in the 
mining districts, but the tragic 
scenes at the pit-mouth never grow 
less pitiful. The correspondent of 
the London Daily Mail writes:— 

All through Wednesday night the 
villagers had watched In patient ex¬ 
pectation, hoping against hope that 
some of tho entombed men In the 
Wattstown mine were yot Alive. The 
cottages which dot the hillsides kept 
their llhhts burning till daybreak, 
for slcepSttas impossible under such 
circumstanWs of gloom and despair. 
The “clangXclang" of tho shaft sig¬ 
nal at Intcrvi^ during the night told 
tho listeners that tho rescuers wore 
about to ascend. 

CLAIMING THEIR DEAD. 

Up to half-past ten in tho morn¬ 
ing the rellof gangs came across 70 
bodies, some badly mutilated. One 
little collier boy was found lying on 
his back on the roadway tightly' 
clasping his water jack to his Ups, 
while another little fellow not far 
olT had been completely decapitated. 
No truce bf his head could be found 
by the explorors. It is now known 
that 121 lives have been lost by the 
calamity. 

During Tuesday the bodies were 
gradually brought to tho bank, and 
tho heart-rendering process of identi¬ 
fication took place. There was the 
usual silent procession, the stiliod 
moan of a mother or wife, a glance 
at the face of the victim lying on 
straw in tho smiths' shop, a down 
willing bearors, and a slow depar¬ 
ture for the sad and empty home. 

As I proceeded along the main 
road loading from Ynlshir to Watts- 
town I met six successive proces¬ 
sions, followed in each case by the 
sombre stretcher of brattice, cloth. 

DEATH AT DINNER. 

Ono of the relief party told me 
that In one place he had found ton 
bodies, most of them in a sitting 
posture. “Bread ami cheese lay 
nbout, and the poor men were evi¬ 
dently gaily chatting over their 
dinner when the accident occurred. 
Further on I saw four little boys 
in similar positions. Death in all 
these cases must have been in¬ 
stantaneous, for there was no 
trace of a struggle or movement." 

Seated near us during this conver¬ 
sation at the pit-mouth were two 
men staring blankly at the chasm 
which had proved the death-trap of 
so many. “Do you sot* those men?" 
said one of the exploring party. 
“They have sat there all through the 
night and day. Each has a won in 
the main beading, but though we 
searched for over an hour to-day we 
failed to find any trace of the little 
fellows." 

SURVIVOR'S STORY. 

The sole survivor of the disaster 
is Matthew Davies, of 68 Hillside. 
Wattstown. On going to his house 
I was kindly recoivod by Mrs. Davies, 
and shown Into the bedroom, where 
two sons of the miner were silent¬ 
ly watching. Davies, swathed in 
bandages and badly scorched, was 
slumbering, the parched lips and 
nervous twitching of the hands in¬ 
dicating that he was still in a pro- 
carious state.

FACTS ABOUT YELLOW FEVER. 

An acute specific disease. 

It is infectious. 

Prevails in the West Indies, west 
coast of Africa. Central America and 
southward ulong both coasts of 
South America, and northward to 
tho South Atlantic and Gulf States. 

The mosquito is blamod for the 
spread of the disease. 

Frost stops yellow fever. 

Survivors of oue attack of yellow 
fyver become immuue from further 
attacks 

The yellow fever germ has not yet 
been discovered. 

Yellow fever develops usually from 
three to four days after infoction. 
Sometimes it takes seven days. 

Tho attacks comes on with severe 
chills or rigors, when it comes sud¬ 
denly. It may come on more grad¬ 
ually, with languor, headache und 
malarial symptoms. The tempera¬ 
ture goes to 105 degrees, sometimes 
I higher. Tho fever lasts from three 
to five days, attended with pains in 
the back, limbs and head. There is 
nausea and vomiting. 

I Tho yellow tint of the shin, from 
I which the fever gets its name, begins 
.on the second or third day. There 
Is bleeding at the nose, mouth and 
'gums. Delirium usually follows, 
j then unconsciousness and death. 

Mortullty varies. In some epidom- 
ics it has been as high as 85 per 
cent. In others as low as 10 per 
rent. In others as low as 10 per 
cent. 

lleat, moisture, bad drainage, un- 
cleanliness and unhygienic conditions 
favor the disease, but the mosquito 
is most of all responsible. 

Experts seem to agree that the 
first step to combat the spread of the 
evil is to attack the mosquito. They 
also suy there is no danger whatever 
that an outbreak of yellow fever in 
the north would be followed by any 
sorious results, principally for the 
reason that the variety of mosquito 
which transmits tho disease is not 
found in this section of the country 
It is also said these mosquitoes 
never go more than nmile from their 
breeding place, unless carried by the 
wind. 

Complete rest and careful dietinq 
constitute the principal treatment 
for yollow fever. Different drugs are 
used to help, assist the body ar.d 
organs toward a natural condition.

OF THE HERTTLLON SYS¬ 
TEM ILLUSTRATED. 


Two Sscs&t Important 

Tha Convict Dared Thom 
to Try. 

Finger print propositions are at¬ 
tracting the attention of the general 
public now-a-days as well as interest¬ 
ing the local police of England. 

One case was where remarkable fin¬ 
ger print evidence and the testimony 
of M. Alphone Bortillon, the greet 
anthropometric expert of Paris, re¬ 
sulted in en order for the extradi¬ 
tion of two alleged, murderers and 
robbers from London to Paris. Gas¬ 
ton Henry Thirot, the elder of the 
two young French prisoners, was 27 
years of ago, while his companion In 
crime was only 19. Finger prints 
large and small; fingor prints of the 
index and the middle fingers of the 
right hand, which, according to the 
evidence, had been left by Jean Bap¬ 
tiste Sauzat, tho 19-year-old, on a 
wine bottle in the cafe of tho mur¬ 
dered Mme Laurent in Paris; finger 
prints taken with great caro by the 
English police at Brixtou Prison 
after tho clever arrest of the two 
men by Detective Inspector Sexton; 
finger prints taken long beforo the 
present group of murders, while one 
of the men was in a French prison, 
the result of a previous conviction— 
all of these were placed in evidence. 

BERTILLON IN BOX. 

M. Hamard, the chief of the Paris 
Detective Department, told the story 
of the finger prints as follows: 

“Shortly before throe o’clock on 
the morning of May 4, 1 went to 
the wine shop in the Ruo Houdon, 
Paris, kept by Mme Laurent, uud 
found her body lying on the floor in 
a pool of blood. 

“She had apparently been strang¬ 
led; a duster had been forced into 
her mouth. The money drawer in 
the counter had been ransacked. 

“Tho remains of a meal were on 
one of the tables, and the place 
seemed turned upside down. 

“On »he table with the food were 
three wine bottles. 1 saw linger 
marks on one of them, and I gave 
orders that this bottle was to be left 
on the table untouched. 

I “it was afterwards examined by 
M Bortillon." 

* The great master of finger-print 
' science then entered the witness box. 
lie is a man with a llue, high fore¬ 
head, a grave oval face, a dark full 
I moustache, and a thin pointed beard. 

I He hold up his right hand, with tho 
index finger, and the middle linger 
apart, aud said thut those were the 
fingers with which the murderer had 
unconsciously marked the wine bot¬ 
tle. 

| “I have compared them with the 
finger prints of Sauzat taken in 
' Paris on a previous occasion, and I 
have since compared them with the 
finger prints of Sauzat taken by tho 
English authorities in the Brixton’ 
Prison. The result was that the re¬ 
semblance was complete in every de¬ 
tail."
